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KEEP SAFE DURING THE HOLIDAYS 
Each year Santa Claus and his workers 
outdo themselves in the production of new 
and wonderful toys for kids. 
With wise selection by parents, the toys 
can educate, stir the imaginations and re­ 
lease artistic talents in children or just plain 
entertain them long after Christmas is over. 
Thoughtful selection can also prevent the 
joy of Christmas from ending in heartache 
that may mar all Christmases to come. 
While shopping for toys, the American 
Medical Assn. recommends that mothers 
and dads and grandparents and everybody 
else keep these things in mind: 
Don’t buy toys made of lead or painted 
with lead-based paints. Small children put 
everything in their mouths; serious illness 
can result from chewing off the lead paint 
and swallowing it. 
Be wary of small toys that can he swal 
lowed, flammable toys and toys with sharp 
edges. Baby’s toys, especially, should be 
too large to be swal lowed, washable, light­ 
weight and not brittle. 
For older kids: 
When buying electric toys, look for the 
UL (Underwriters’ Laboratory) label on 
the toy and on the cord. 
Miss He-throwing toys — from archery 
sets to BB gun — are obviously dangerous. 
Safety rules for the use of such toys mast 
be established and enforced. Air rifles are 
illegal in many places; a check of local laws 
is advisable before buying one. 
Decorations also are potential holiday 
hazaj-ds. Children sometimes chew and 
swallow small bulbs. And many people will 
learn this year how easily fire can start 
from tree lights with flimsy or worn-out 
wiring.

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THE SUPREM E EFFORT TO D EFINE WORDS 
The principal business of the Supreme Court 
of tile United States is to discover the precise 
meaning of word*; written toward the end of the 
18th Century and to apply that meaning, includ­ 
ing intent and motivation, to the second half of 
the 20th Century. One reason that this country 
has survived so long with only one civil war is 
that its written Constitution has been made flexi­ 
ble by Supreme Court decisions. Otherwise, it 
would have burst through its seams many times 
as it grew. 
There have been time's when the Supreme 
Court was regarded by so-called Liberals as a 
vicious institution which existed to restrain prog­ 
ress; at other times, the Conservatives regarded 
the Supreme Court as the very work of the Devil, 
designed to alter our form of government without 
regard to the Constitution or the lights of Con­ 
gress under the Constitution. It depends upon 
whose goose is cooked. These days, the Liberals 
find the Court very comforting. 
Recently, there has been fierce excitement 
over a part of the First Amendment, particularly 
over the words “establishment of religion.” De­ 
cisions on this subject have been numerous since 
1947. The Supreme Court has felt itself called 
upon to decide an undecidable subject, namely, 
what is meant by “establishment of religion" and 
how it applies to school children. An established 
church in the 18th Century- meant one supported 
by the State such as the Angelical! Church is in 
England. But what does it mean now? 
It is difficult to unfit rstand what business 
some of this is of the Supreme Court, Schools 
are the most local of our institutions. Down to 
the village level, there art? school committees and 
school boards. Nevertheless, in the case of Ever­ 
son v. Board of Education, the Court held that 
state payment for bus rides for children who go 
to parochial schools is not a violation of the Con­ 
stitution. 
It was a correct decision if one had to be 
made. The case should have been thrown out of 
court because no American child should be de­ 
prived of benefits given to any other American 
child. 
The next big case, McCollum v. Board of 
Education in 1948, was an insult to intelligence 
and decency. In this rase, a woman who claimed 
to have on atheistic child felt that it placed him 
in an umbrageous position when other children 
went on released time and he sat alone. There­ 
fore. she wanted released time on school premises 
abolished. The Supreme Court agreed with her, 
giving the impression that the Supreme Court 
preferred atheism. This impression was, of course, 
incorrect Th*' Court was merely trying to in­ 
terpret the word, establishment, and only proved 
that it was defective in its definition. 
In Zorach v. Clawson in 1952, the Court cor­ 
rected an erroneous impression by deciding (hat 
released time was permissible off school prem­ 
ises. requiring an adjustment of school schedules. 
to accomodate the needs of children for religious 
education. 
In Torcaso v. Watkins in 1961, the Court held 
that the state may not require an oath affirming 
belief in God as a condition to holding State 
otliee. So the phrase, “So help me God,” was 
knocked out. In fact, in many courts, an oath 
is taken by merely raising one’s hand rather than 
by placing it on the Bible. This decision is defi­ 
nitely antagonistic to three centuries of tradition 
and history on this continent and is absurd reas­ 
oning, because if an oath is not taken to God, 
to whom or what is it taken? 
In the case of Engel v. Vitale, the Court held 
that a state-est abl is hod prayer—even though it 
is non-sectarian—violates the First Amendment 
This decision created consternation throughout 
the country and gave rise to a wide-spread agita­ 
tion against the Supreme Court.

Representative Clarence Can­ 
non of Missouri, Democrat, chair­ 
man of the House Appropriations 
Committee, howe vet, in a coura­ 
geous speech on the day Congress 
adjourned in October, gave a 
different version.

Cannon said: 
“This year we added another 
year to the long string of years 
of living beyond national reve­ 
nues- in 26 of the last 32 years 
we haven’t glanced the budget.

Pdoves His Point 
Mr. Cannon emphasized that

tures that have unbalanced the 
budgets and expanded the na­ 
tional debt.” He proved his point 
as follows: 
“In the eight years, fiscal 1954 
through 1961, the level of na­ 
tional defense expenditures re­ 
mained virtually unchanged but 
the nondefense budget in that 
time increased $13,470,000,000— 
and that dot's not include the

program, 
erroneously 
labeled as a ‘trust’ fund and 
therefore no longer counted in 
general ‘budgt t’ totals 


the preceding administration, but 
Mr Cannon's speech tells why 
this can’t he so. Mr. Kennedy 
now promises 
as he has done in 
many speech* before 
to hold 
down the expense* of govern­ 
ment. He said last Friday night: 
“I can tell you now that the 
total of all other expenditures- 
combined (beside* defense) will 
be held at approximately its cur­ 
rent level.”

overcome the deficits. Tho prom­ 
ise of a “top to bottom ’ tax 
reduction makes the headlines, 
but business cannot expand and 
the tax receipts will not grow 
if there is a lack of confidence 
on the part of business in the 
economic outlook. For Jailor is 
getting ready to demand that 
business pay higher and higher 
wages, which, of course, would 
absorb most of the benefits of 
tax reduction. 
The newspaper strikes in New

Mohawk Is Firm 
On Proposal to 
Buy Jet Aircraft 


UTICA, N Y. (AP) — Moh.wk 
Airlines stood firm today on its 
proposed purchase of jet aircraft 
on the ground that the planes 
would 
lessen, 
rather than 
in­ 
crease. its need for subsidy from 
the government. 
The Civil Aeronautics Board has 
said that the purchase is “at the 
least., premature" and that the 
need for the planet has not been 
demonstrated. 
The CAB told Mohawk last week 
the 
government 
would 
not 
"through subsidy payments bear 
the burden of any worsening of 
Mohawk’s position." 
Mohawk 
is one of 13 local 
service airlines, all of which re­ 
ceive government mail subsidy. 
Mohawk President Robert E. 
Peach said in a letter to the CAB 
made public Sunday that the pur­ 
chase was "a question of whether 
the necessary steps would be tak­ 
en by Mohawk to assure its con­ 


tinued position as an effective 
short-haul air carrier." 
He added: 
"We are confident that the ap­ 
peal of this aircraft and its lower 
unit .operating cost will, in fact, 
reduce the subsidy, rather than 
increase it." 
Mohawk has agreed to purchase 
four British-built BACIU jets at a 
cost of $14 million The planes are 
designed to carry 60 to TO passen­ 
gers. 
The CAB said Mohawk s planes 
now average only 48 per cent of 
capacity, compared with 58 per 
cent before the company acquired 
its current fleet of modem equip­ 
ment.

THE LEGENDS OF CHRISTMAS 


Who was the Amt child to hang his stockings on the m antel in 
anticipation of a visit from St. Nick? Who sent the first Christm as 
card? Sang the first carol? Tossed Tinsel on the first tree? Shared 
the first kiss under m istletoe? Enjoyed the first sip of wassail? 
The answers lie in the centuries-old legends of Christm as 
F irst to g ather about the wassail bowl 
today, the traditional 
C hristm as punch bowl—were the ancient Saxons. The word “w as­ 
sail” is a Saxon toast meaning “be whole” or “have health.” 
Through the years, the word came to m ean any liquor used to toast 
health—especially the spiced drinks served at C hristm as celebra­ 
tions in the Middle Ages. 
Tile basis of the m istletoe legend is an old Scandinavian m yth 
which tells of the god Haider's narrow' escape from death. 
Ix>ki, a malicious giant and menace to peace in the kingdom of 
Odin, ruler of the Norse gods, sought a way to destroy the beloved 
Balder. 
Aware of the danger of her son, Frigga, Balder’s mother, secured 
a charm which m ade him immune to injury from fire, water, air, 
or anything on earth. The only thing she overlooked was an un­ 
im portant, harm less plant 
mistletoe. 
Learning this, Loki made an arrow of m istletoe and m ortally 
wounded Balder. In desperation, Frigga begged the gods to in ter­ 
cede and save her son- which they did. The grateful m other de­ 
creed, from th at moment on, the plant would be a symbol of love. 
The m istletoe kiss is thought to be a survival of an ancient 
Norse m arriage rite associated with the legend 
Not as old, but even m ore complex, is the legend of the C hrist­ 
mas stocking. 
One of the versions tells of the Bishop of Myra, a kindly clergy­ 
man who lived in 4th C entury Asia Minor and later became St. 
Nicholas 
One Christm as, the Bishop learned of an impoverished m erchant 
in his city who had two lovely daughters 
both unm arried because 
their father couldn't afford dowries. 
The com passionate Bishop, determ ined to help. dropped two 
bags of gold coins down the m erchant’s chimney on Christm as Eve. 
Coincidentally the family stockings were hanging on the mantel to 
dry and the gold landed in the hosiery. St. Nick, the legend goes 
on, has been dropping gifts in stockings ever since. 
The story though plausible, has one loophole. Researchers un­ 
covered the fact th at hose were not made with feet until the lith 
Century, some 700 years after the Bishop's bounty. Did St. Nick 
go around dropping gifts into bottomless stockings for 700 y e a n ? 
A much mor*' likely legend is the one crediting St. Francis of 
Assisi with the introduction of community carol singing The word 
“carol” means “to dance in a ring.” It is said that St. Francis 
staged a m anger scene one Christm as w ith real people and animals. 
The onlookers w ere so delighted w ith w hat they saw that they 
burst into happy song 
The origin of the Christm as tree can be traced hack to the 
deeds of another good S aint- Winifred. It is said he hewed down a 
giant oak to prevent a hum an sacrifice a group of heathens w ere 
holding in its shadow. 
A tall, young fir suddenly appeared In the oak’s place and St. 
W inifred proclaim ed it a m iracle and said that from that day for­ 
ward. families would gather about a fir tree 
not for wicked deeds 
—but to glorify God. 
And lf St. W inifred gave us the C hristm as tree. M artin L uther 
gave us the custom of decorating It. While strolling through the 
countryside on Christm as Eve, L uther was awed bv the sight of 
the snow-tipped evergreens sparkling In the moonlight. At home, 
he tried to recreate the scene for his family by placing candles on 
their C hristm as tree . . . and we've been decorating our ever­ 
green boughs at C hristm astim e ever since. 
O ur C hristm as card custom is of relatively recent origin. The 
first was sef.t in 1843 by Henry' Cole, English educator and a rt 
patron. It bore the now-classic greeting “A M erry Chritm as and a 
Happy New Y ear to You!”

All three responded well to 
drug treatment and are now at 
home and returned to normal 
living They are thankful for the 
simple tul>ereulin test given Su­ 
san at school which lead to the 
discovery of their disease before 
it was too late for a cure.

ly case of an American invasion, 
may be serving another purpose 
which benefits the United States. 
They may be also keeping the 
Soviet wv pons out of the hands 
of Castro's unpredictables, partic­ 
ularly if they’re the kind which 
could be used against the U S. 
naval base at Guantanamo. 
An attack on that base would 
really put the fat in the fire for 
then the United States wmiid prob­ 
ably feel compelled to invade.
